Why does Coming Up! continue cluttering up its 
pages with the maudlin and repetitious cryings on 
AIDS of Michael Helquist? 

In medical terms, a ‘‘crisis’’ is short: you either take 
a turn for the worse and croak, or take one for the 
better and survive. It doesn't go on for years and 
even decades!

If past experience in medical research is a reliable 
guide, years and even decades will elapse before 
a prevention—such as a vaccine—will be developed 
for AIDS, as was the case for polio, an earlier 
scourge. It's safe to say no ‘‘Cure’”’ will ever be found. 
It therefore seems highly deceptive, if not unethical, 
to raise our expectations falsely, as Helquist regularly 
insists on doing. 

Not only that, to try, as he does, to sustain a con- 
tinuous fever-pitch of anxiety geared to.a never- 
ending crisis can only induce a state of stress which 
itself sharply depresses the immune system. 

Moreover, we are at far greater risk, statistically, 
whenever we travel by car, of dying young. After all, 
AIDS affects less, by far, than one-tenth of one per- 
cent of the gay populace, a statistically negligible 
number compared to deaths by other agents. 

Finally, let it be noted that the disease of the cen- 
tury, writes the sage Dr. Lewis Thomas, is not AIDS 
but Alzheimers—incurable and torturesome. It now 
afflicts over 2 million, of whom may we not presume 
that at least 10%—or 200,000—are gay? 

None of which is intended to convey any lack of 
concern re AIDS. It is intended to throw the light of 
perspective on the matter, a quality the well-meaning 
(ostensibly) Helquists among us don’t know the 
meaning of. Since he copyrights all his pieces may 
we presume he hopes to collect them into a book? 
Well, here’s my review before it’s even published.

Healing Ourselves of AIDS 


| would like to add an asterisk to Michael Helquist's 
excellent ‘A Year of AIDS," [Coming Up!, January, 
1984] which appeared in your last (and impressively 
expanded) issue. 

People are healed, and are healing themselves 
of AIDS. The reason no one has been pronounced 
“cured’’ is that the orthodox Western medical model 
requires that someone be symptom-free, with ‘‘nor- 
mal’’ T-cell blood levels, for 5 years before such a 
Statement can be made. The syndrome called 
“AIDS” has not been called such for anywhere near 
that time. Therefore, no matter how many people 
have healed themselves, no traditional source is go- 
ing to say it for several years to come. 

So what! In the forthcoming book, tentatively titled 
AIDS: A Holistic Approach to Prevention and Heal- 
ing, readers will discover interviews with at least 2 
men who have healed themselves using visualiza- 
tion, affirmation, supplements, and colonic/cleans- 
ing processes. With all due respect to the many 
sincere and dedicated medical professionals who 
are devoting themselves to curing this disease and 
our community, many people with AIDS, especial- 
ly in the Bay Area, are not waiting for 5 years to go 
by before taking total responsibility for their lives and 
health. Lesions have disappeared and are continu- 
ing to disappear; lungs are clearing; hearts and 
minds are opening. 

Our initial paper, ‘AIDS: A Holistic Approach,’ 
has virtually sold out. The few remaining copies may 
be found at Rainbow General Store, and they will 
keep a store copy for reference. The book, with at 
least 3 interviews with 5 men, much expanded in- 
formation on healing, and contributions by Paul 
Steutzer, N.D., and Jack Schwarz (among others), 
is coming together, and will be out, let me assure 
you, as soon as possible.

La Conexion Latina 


La Conexion Latina, San Francisco's 
newest and only latina lesbian collective, had 
its humble but noble beginnings around the 
middle of 1983 when several close friends 
gathered around the proverbial kitchen table 
and, over some cups of very strong *‘cafe con 
leche,’ discussed the possibilities of creating 
a group for latina lesbians by latina lesbians. 
What finally brought about this brajn- 
storming session was the realization that 


_ there existed no forum through which we, 


as latina lesbians, and our hermanas could 
create a social, cultural and political com- 
munity, a forum that would serve to network 
with hermanas in other areas as well as in San 
Francisco. We discussed establishing an 
organization that would provide (1) an in- 
timate and safe environment in which latina 
lesbians could share various aspects of their 
culture with each other through latina 
cabarets, penas, dances, films, poetry and 
prose readings and slideshows; (2) a con- 
scious and nurturing place where hermanas 
could talk about and seriously consider the 
problems that affect our community, such as, 
alcoholism and chemical abuse, internalized 
oppression, lateral racism, poverty, and isola- 
tion; and (3) a political working ground to 
deal with supporting the struggles of our 
people in Latin America as well as supporting 
the struggles of our people in this country. 
We also agreed to help our sisters who had 
suffered the pain of having their culture 
stolen from them by assimilation by support- 


ing them in regaining their culture and 
language. 

Since the first brain-storming session, La 
Conexion Latina got itself off the ground and 
sponsored two dances (‘Noche de Salsa” 
bailes) in order to send seven women to the 
Lesbians of Color Conference in September 
of 1983, running a food concession at the 
Winter Women’s Crafts Fair at the Women’s 
Building, coming to the financial rescue of 
a single mother from Nicaragua who had 
nowhere to turn, and helping each other 
grow and to learn how to create communi- 
ty and work in a collective. 

Now La Conexion is planning to kick off 
the week of International Women’s Day by 
sponsoring ‘‘La Energia de la Mujer Latina”’ 
on March 3 at 8 pm at the Women’s Building. 
The program will include a slideshow of the 
second annual Latin American and Caribbean 
Women’s Conference in Peru compiled by 
Lucrecia Bermudez, a Peruvian woman who 
attended the conference, anda cabaret ex- 
travaganza Of latina artists, songwriters, musi- 
cians, singers, poets, writers and comedians. 
And just between us...if there’s time and 
energy (there’s always energy) we'll have a 
dance party afterwards. Homemade and 
scrumptious food will be cooked by Ali Mar- 
rero, of women’s festival fame. The event is 
a benefit for new women’s groups in Peru, 
the Women’s Building and La Conexion 
Latina. So let’s party!

not. Jews were and are considered infidels and not 
to be trusted or treated equally, despite being called 
‘People of the Book.’’ The Koran includes Anti-Jew 
sentiment that at any time could, was, and is used 
to incite against, and to justify oppression, expulsion, 
and slaughter of the Jews in Arab lands. The factis, 
Jewish Arabs lived precariously for centuries in their 
native lands dating back to pre-Islamic times. Until 
Israel, they had little choice, and even after Israel 
perhaps many would have preferred familiar oppres- 
sion (in the less severe countries such as Morocco), 
to being expelled penniless and starting all over as 
paupers in Israel. 

The fact is, while Hitler did not succeed in mak- 
ing all of Europe as Jew Free as Poland, the ancient 
Jewish communities in Arab lands have been 
eliminated via expulsion, and with the exception of 
Israel, the Middle East is, for all practical purposes, 
Jew Free.

Feminist Anti-Nuclear Action 


‘Stop masturbating with your missiles; your 
semen will destroy the earth.’ Wearing signs, 
Ronald Reagan masks and raincoats, five women 
opposed to nuclear weapons ‘‘flashed’’ phallic 
missles outside ABC and the Federal Building in San 
Francisco. 

On the day after The Day After was shown, these 
women used graphic means to increase public 
awareness of the connection between nuclear 
weapons and the traditional male use of violence 
to resolve all sorts of differences. The threat of 
nuclear war is the result, probably the final result, 
of that form of masculine thought. 

“Flashing” in front of ABC brought San Francisco 
police to the scene. They informed the protestors 
that wearing masks in San Francisco is illegal. When 
asked about the number of arrests on Halloween, 
they responded, ‘‘That’s different. On Halloween 
masks are not worn to conceal the identities of per- 
sons engaging in potentially disruptive activities." 

The protestors removed their masks or wore them 
on the backs of their heads until requests for cita- 
tion of the law in question revealed that such a law 
no longer exists in San Francisco. The masks were 
donned and the phallic missiles became Mr. 
Reagan's once again. 

At the Federal Building reactions ranged from 
pointing and staring to giggling and blushing to 
determined indifference or anger. But the group 
was most certainly noticed. After circling the plaza 
a few times, the marchers headed into the lobby. 
They were requested to leave because they were 
‘vulgar and disruptive.”’ 

The group agreed that Pershing and Cruise 
missiles are ‘‘vulgar and disruptive’’ but the point 
was lost on the Federal Protective Service guards. 

A circuit of the park in front of City Hall completed 
the action

The ‘‘flashers’’ hoped to attract media attention 
to bring the message of the phallic nature of nuclear 
competition for bigger and more powerful missiles 
to a wider audience. The statement may have been 
too explicit for most of the media, but those who saw 
the ‘‘flashers’’ got the message. 

The protesters belong to anew group of women 
who are developing feminist responses to the 
systems which have created the threat of nuclear 
war. Violent male responses to frustration or 
disagreement which lead to wife battering and rape 
lead also to the edge of nuclear annihilation. The 
group plans to articulate the connection and to 
create actions which demonstrate the point in a 
graphic manner. If you are interested in working with 
this group, call Diana at 843-0680.

he year 1983 was a very active 

one in the litigation of cases in- 

volving the rights of lesbians and 

gay men. In a wide variety of 

Situations affecting our 
freedoms to travel, speak, associate and make 
love, be employed, and freed of discrimina- 
tion based upon sexual orientation, the 
courts have been called upon to make deci- 
sions. So far, the decisions made have been 
uneven, ambivalent overall. But perhaps 
most importantly at present, the Supreme 
Court of the United States has not yet decid- 
ed any case in favor of any claimed right of 
a gay man or lesbian, nor has the Court found 
that the Constitution requires that the 
government not treat us arbitrarily, unequal- 
ly, or unfairly. 

In 1984, the Supreme Court will have the 
opportunity to change its record as to les- 
bian/gay rights in a meaningful, powerful 
way. Or it may reaffirm its hostile, hollow 
and unprotective record as to those rights. 

The Court has taken review and heard 
arguments in a case from Buffalo, New York, 
in which a gay man, Robert Uplinger, was 
charged with the criminal misdemeanor of 
“loitering for the purpose of soliciting 
deviate sex.’’ As of 1980, New York struck 
down its law punishing ‘‘deviate sex’”’ 
(“‘sodomy’’—which criminalized every kind 
of sex between two adults of whatever 
genders, other than intercourse in the ‘‘mis- 
sionary position’’), but that decision did not 
affect the ‘loitering’ law under which Upl- 
inger was arrested and prosecuted. Mr. UpIl- 
inger’s conduct was entirely unobstrusive 
and non-offensive (except to those whose 
eyes and ears are everywhere): he had 
spoken quietly on the street with another 
man, and ultimately invited him home for 
oral sex. The man was an undercover police 
officer, who arrested Uplinger for his invita- 
tion, which no one but the officer ever 
heard. 

The Uplinger case provides the Supreme 
Court with a chance to mandate and call for 
equal treatment of all persons under the state 
criminal law systems—gay/lesbian, straight, 
bisexual. The Uplinger case also presents an 
opportunity for the Supreme Court, and 
those led and influenced by it, to recognize 
that government should not be probing and 
punishing conversations about sex, because 
the absence of such communication leads to 
misunderstandings, and perhaps, to non- 
consensual and even violent sexual activity. 
At stake in Uplinger is the right to speak 
honestly and openly, to ask and to say “‘yes’’ 
or ‘‘no’’ to asexual invitation, as much as the 
right to engage in private consensual sexual 
activity with an adult partner of the in- 
dividual’s choice. A number of organizations 
have filed amici curiae in this crucial case. 
The Supreme Court could decide it very 
soon, ora year from now, or it could decide 
not to decide, leaving the decision of the 
New York court in favor of Mr. Uplinger to 
stand. 


T he basically troubled nature of our con- 
stitutional status and liberties as lesbians 
and gay men is illustrated by other 
developments in the courts in 1983 as well. 
So many profoundly important legal ques- 
tions remain that affect our rights, but so far 
our legal stystem has provided no answers, 
blurry answers, or incomprehensible 
answers. 

For example: Shall gay men and lesbians

from other nations be permitted to enter the 
United States on the same terms as others 
visiting or immigrating here? The Ninth Cir- 
cuit U.S. Court of Appeals brought the legal 
system a great step closer to a ‘‘Yes’’ answer 
to this question when, on September 7, 
1983, they ruled that neither British jour- 
nalist Carl Hill nor any other gay person 
could be excluded from the U.S. because of 
homsexuality without a medical certificate 
establishing him/her to be ‘‘afflicted 
with...sexual deviation... .’’ This decision in 
Hill effectively, but perhaps only temporari- 
ly, brought the Immigration and Naturaliza- 
tion Service (INS) exclusions of self- 
identifying gay men and lesbians to a halt, as 
U.S. District Judge Robert Aguilar in San Fran- 
cisco had ordered in mid-1982. 
Unfortunately, the litigative combat 
against INS and the Department of Justice as 
to gay/lesbian immigration remains unfinish- 
ed and unresolved today. While the Ninth 
Circuit panel ruled for Mr. Hill and others 
similarly situated, the Fifth Circuit U.S. Court 
of Appeals in Texas ruled to the contrary in 
a related case. Richard Longstaff, a citizen of 
the United Kingdom and a permanent resi- 
dent of the U.S. since 1965, sought to 
become a naturalized U:S. citizen. His effort 
to do so was opposed by INS and the federal 
government, and the Fifth Circuit panel 
upheld that opposition, finding that Mr. 
Longstaff was excludable because of 
homosexuality per se in 1965, when he ar- 


rived, and that a medical certificate of ex- 
cludability was not required to establish 
Longstaff’s ineligibility for U.S. citizenship. 
The Fifth Circuit has refused to review this 
ruling, despite efforts by National Gay Rights 
Advocates attorney Leonard Graff and others 
to cause it to do so. The issues in Longstaff 
and Hill may be reviewed by the Supreme 
Court in 1984-1985. 


I: the process of litigating for the rights of 
lesbians and gay men, lawyers and clients 
and other participants in the process often 
disagree about strategies, styles and ap- 
proaches. This disagreeing process is 
necessary, if it is conducted fairly and 
respectfully: it is how the arguments that 
assist in advancing our freedom are refined 
and designed. 

An example of this necessary disagreeing 
process in my Own recent experience proves 
instructive. In early January, 1984, the 
American Association of Law Schools (AALS) 
held its annual meeting in San Francisco. 
Thanks in significant measure to law pro- 
fessor Rhonda Rivera, author of a 1979 land- 
mark article on gay/lesbian rights, the AALS 
held its first-ever meeting on that subject. On 
the panel were Jim Barber, a Texas attorney 
representing a gay man in Baker v. Wade,a 
legal attack on Texas’ criminalization of 
gay/lesbian sexual activity, who was joined 
on the panel by a number of legal scholars 


and practitioners, including myself. In Baker 
v. Wade, aU:.S. District Judge has held the 
Texas ‘‘sodomy”’ law unconstitutional as a 
violation of the rights of gay people to equal 
protection of the laws and privacy. The case 
is on appeal to the Fifth Circuit. I greatly 
respect Mr. Barber’s work in Baker v. Wade, 
but during the AALS panel I differed with him 
openly and vigorously on a number of fun- 
damental issues concerning gay/lesbian 
rights.=° 

Most important, Mr. Barber claimed and 
sought to prove in litigating Baker v. Wade 
that same-gender sexual contact between 
consenting adults in private should not be 
criminalized because gay/lesbian (like any 
other) sexual orientation is genetically deter- 
mined, or is fixed at an early age, and thus 
cannot be changed or avoided. 

I consider that a highly misguided and 
value-laden position, not dictated by science 
Or medicine, much less by personal ex- 
perience. I also think it is a position that car- 
ries the potential of undermining our 
freedom as persons, and of turning those of 
us who define ourselves as gay or lesbian in- 
to helpless, uncontrolled/uncontrolling vic- 
tims and/or victimizers in the eyes of law and 
society alike. I take the position that sexual 
Orientation is and should be much more (if 
not entirely) a matter of personal decision- 
making than the ‘‘sociobiological”’ (or ‘‘we 
are what our genes tell us to be’’) position ad- 
mits. I also believe that lesbianism as studied, 
addressed and practiced—as chosen—by 
feminists may or may not be chromosomally 
pre-programmed; and I doubt that gay male 
sexuality is any less freely developed. Finally, 
it worries me that we may be making this “‘no 
control” argument in order to “‘win rights,”’ 
without thinking of the consequences of 
winning rights that depend on a characteriza- 
tion of our sexualities that is itself unfreeing 
and dangerously close to the old “‘irrestible 
impulse’”’ stereotype of gay male and lesbian 
sexuality. 

The panel at AALS had a strong, candid and 
positive exchange about this vital and con- 
troversial issue. I believe that Mr. Barber left 
the session feeling at once warmly and em- 
phatically praised by all of us there for his 
valuable work, and holding questions that 
might improve and heighten the long-term 
effectiveness of that work. 


i he prospect of having the legal gains 
made on lesbian/gay rights swept away 


like topsoil in a flood if the Supreme Court 
decides a case such as Unplinger or 
Longstaff/Hill in an ignorant, repressive way 
simply terrifies those who care about the les- 
bian/gay (human) rights movement. That ter- 
ror of a mighty, obscure and distant force 
such as the Supreme Court threatens to 
disguise or distract us as to our own smaller, 
more immediate powers and roles in 
limiting, as well as in expanding, this move- 
ment. If we allow ourselves to act from fear 
of what judges, juries or legislators (or others 
with apparent and sometmes tyrannical 
power over the terms and conditions of our 
lives, and over whether we will be 
“‘legitimate”’ or ‘‘criminals’’) may do or say 
about us because we are ‘‘queer,’”’ and if we 
shy away because of fear from insisting on 
the fullest and fairest possible measure of 
legal recognition, respect and protection of 
gay men, lesbians and members of other 
‘“‘sexual miniorities,’’ we become the spon- 
sors and apologists for our own oppression 
and losses. 

In the courts as well as schools, families, 
churches, and other institutions, we 
desperately need an era of courage, of ‘‘com- 
ing Out”’ and “‘staying out”’ in favor of gay 
men and lesbians, and an era of honest ex- 
pression about sexuality and sexual diversi- 
ty. If we cannot foster and sustain such an 
era, it seems that the legal results will reflect 
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ongues are wagging over the alleged 

sexual tastes of a gay reporter writing 

for the local straight press. Normally, 
this wouldn’t interest you; but the journalist 
in question has taken to describing gay male 
sexual activity has ‘‘kinky’’ and “‘sleazy’’ 
when he writes about AIDS for his heterosex- 
ual readership—generally in the context of 
articles which portray the gay community as 
drug-crazed and besotten, irresponsible and 
incompetent, greedy, Machiavellian and 
depraved—in short, a gay community which 
is its own worst oppressor. Those claiming 
to know something of the reporter’s per- 
sonal sex habits say that his use of words like 
“kinky’’ is grossly hypocritical. Still 
others—disaffected politicos mainly—have 
resurrected charges that the writer suffers 
from an acute case of gay self-hatred, said to 
spill over into his reporting with increasing 
vehemence. In any event, there’s no deny- 
ing that the reporter’s sexuality and self- 
image (real or imagined) are now perceived 
as appropriate topics for discusson in several 
different community circles. And maybe 
that’s as it should be. His influence, after all, 
is not small.

If you were among the demonstrators at 
last month’s rally protesting Dan White’s 
release, you probably noticed those trillion- 
or-so plainclothes types hanging about.

Triumph in ’86 


t hardly seems possible that the time is 

getting short before the Opening 

Ceremonies begin for Gay Games II. 
Didn't we just complete the first Games? 

I recall a party I went to following the Clos- 
ing Ceremonies of Gay Games I where a 
woman | hardly knew came up to me and 
said, ‘‘ You've got to do this again next year.”’ 
I managed a smile and replied ‘‘Have you 
ever seen a grown man cry?” 

Our ‘“‘gang”’ who put the first Games on 
the books had discussed the possibility of 
Gay Games II, and we unanimously con- 
cluded that to try to do it again in less than 
four years would be tantamount to spending 
time in Vacaville, and I'm not referring to the 
Nut TREE: 

But here we go again. We've had to satisfy 
a few critics about repeating the Games in 
San Francisco, but the truth is that the San 
Francisco gay community is so uniquely in- 
tegral to the life of the city that the Games 
could probably succeed only here. That was 
certainly true in 1982 and is still true in 1986. 
To the members of the other gay com- 
munities it will sound chauvinistic, but I im- 
agine that the social and political climate for 
other gay communities will change drastical- 
ly in the next few years because the gay sub- 
culture is proving to be an enormously 
beneficial resource wherever it appears. By 
1990 there may well be a dozen major cities 
capable of hosting the Gay Games with the 
enthusiastic support of the municipal 
government. 

I still occasionally here the question, 
“Why have Gay Games?”’ or ‘‘Why have the 
Gay Games a second time?”’ The answer to 
that question comes from a recent statement

named Glen Dickey. His published remarks 
following Super Bow!

to bona-fide gay non-profit organizations at 
a 50% discount. So here’s an opportunity for 
needy organizations to sell the $2 chances 
and keep $1 for their respective causes. If 
you are involved with a gay non-profit 
organization and we haven't contacted you, 
please give the Games Office a call. 

Why, you may ask, is all this activity oc- 
curing now with another 2% years to go 
before Opening Day Ceremonies?

Did you 
know that there is not a single Olympic-sized 
swimming pool in the County of San Fran- 
cisco? Glen Dickey take note: it is not the 


fault of the gay community; we are avid 
swimmers. 

We used the pool at S.F. State last time and 
quickly discovered how inadequate it was. 
Half the size of an Olympic pool and a capaci- 
ty for 300 spectators. We literally had to turn 
away thousands, because swimming and div- 
ing are the most popular sports in the Games. 

Our Outreach programs are very am- 
bitious. We have several committees work- 
ing under the direction of Lloyd Jenkins 
which are even sending materials to other 
countries in six different languages. 

Zohn Artman, who worked so hard for 
Gay Games I, is now Vice-President of Com- 
munications and is planning to reach people 
throughout the world with the gay and 
straight media as well as planning several 
video projects. 

We will be sending development packages 
to fledging organizations in other cities and 
towns. We have not even scratched the sur- 
face when we consider the potential for 
global participation in Gay Games II. FUN- 
DING, DEVELOPMENT, AND LEAD TIME 
are the key elements in putting it together. 

Yes, Gay Games II will be much larger, 
more complicated, and just as rewarding. 
The time, the effort, and the resources re- 
quired for their success will be commen- 
surate with their growth.

Reclaiming/Creating Our History

hroughout the nation, as a celebration of Black 

History Month, this February Black women 

and men who are considered achievers will be 
remembered and celebrated: Calvin Simmons, Scott 
Joplin, Paul Robeson, George Washington Carver, 
Langston Hughes, Bessie Smith, Lorraine Hansberry, 
Ethel Waters, Harriet Tubman, Mary McLeod Bethune, 
Booker T. Washington, Alan Locke, Wallace Thur- 
man, Alice Dunbar Nelson, Angela Weld Grimke, A. 
Phillip Randolph, Marion Anderson. In highlighting 
the backgrounds of these Black achievers few will 
mention that their sexual orientation and lifestyles 
did in fact or were speculated to have embraced 
bisexuality or homosexuality. * 


Wherein as a Black activist I am proud to 
embrace these achievers as part of my 
heritage, as a Gay activist I can only point to 
Lorraine Hansberry as a role model—as the 
one prominent Black who courageously 
became involved in the lesbian/gay move- 
ment and embraced her lesbianism as well as 
her Blackness. 

We who are Black and gay are fortunate to 
be surrounded by activists who are not on- 
ly ‘‘out,”’ but are also actively involved in the 
lesbian/gay movement, as well as other pro- 
gressive movements of relevance to all of us. 
Without statistics to support me, I will risk 
saying that today Blacks are at least propor- 
tionately as involved in the lesbian/gay 
movement as whites are involved in the 
Black civil rights movement. My assertion is 
based on my awareness of the supportive 
contributions made by gay and non-gay 
Blacks, on the surfacing of Black and Third 
World lesbian/gay organizations, and the 
emergence of Rainbow Coalitions which for 
which for the most part rally around Black 
political candidates who make it clear that 
lesbians/gays are inclusive in their outreach 
and programs. 

While it is true that very few Blacks have 
been visibly involved in mainstream les- 
bian/gay organizations, enormous contribu- 
tions have been made to these groups by 
Black lesbians and gays, as well as non-gays. 
I was reminded of the impact, influence, and 
involvement of Black individuals, culture 
and politics when I visited seventeen 
midwest, eastern and southern cities over the 
past three months. 

In moderate cities like Willingboro, New 
Jersey; New Haven, Connecticut; and Rich- 
mond, Virginia; Black politicians are address- 
ing the questions of lesbians and gays as a 
viable part of movements—human and civil 
rights movements as well as coalitions focus- 
ing on issues of self-determination, im- 
perialism, nuclear freeze, housing and gen- 
trification, etc. In larger cities like Atlanta, 
Georgia; Houston, Texas; and Minneapolis, 
Minnesota; Black and Third World lesbians 
and gays are forming organizations not on- 
ly for support and personal growth, but also

for political power and community focus on 
multiple issues such as health, environment, 
and employment opportunities. 

In cities where Black lesbian/gay popula- 
tions are too small to form meaningful 
enough organizations to get the attention of 
those in power, interracial coalitions with 
racial parity are surfacing. There are times 
when a Black and White Men Together group 
in Omaha, Nebraska, or a Choices group in 
Humble, Texas, can get quicker attention 
and results than an all-Black, Native 
American, Asian, or Latin organization. 
Therefore, Black and Third World persons 
who are comfortable in an integrated setting 
and can set aside mistrust of white ‘‘liberals’’ 
who historically have used them as stepping 
stones for greater aspirations, are working in 
mainstream organiztions. 

For the most part, Black lesbians and gays 
who work with mainstream lesbian and gay 
Organizations get the most media attention, 
are projected as spokespersons for the Black 
lesbian and gay population, and repeatedly 
called upon by every organization for every 
situation—to the point of burnout. Since 1am 
one of these persons, I can honestly say that 
we have trouble saying ‘‘no”’ to worthy 
causes, have not learned to develop leader- 
ship within our own communities, and to a 
great extent enjoy the limelight. The 
mainstream lesbian/gay community often 
does both us and them a disservice by in- 
sisting that we wear so many hats and carry 
so many titles. Black lesbian/gay activists are 
often drained and exploited and given little 
space to work with the Black gay or non-gay 
community, Or on issues beyond those 
blatantly perceived as lesbian or gay. 

Generally speaking, the ‘‘informed”’ Bay 
Area lesbian and gay person has heard of 
Gwen Craig (past president of Harvey Milk 
and current Board co-chair of the National 
Association of Lesbian and Gay Democratic 
Clubs), Brandy Moore (aide to Supervisor 
Doris Ward and outspoken member of Alice 
B. Toklas Lesbian/Gay Democratic Club), Pat 
Norman (candidate for San Francisco Super- 
visor and former co-chair of the Coalition for 
Human Rights), Norman Nickens (vice presi- 
dent of Stonewall Democratic Club and co- 
chair of the Human Rights Foundation), 
Claude Wynne (past president of the Third 
World Caucus of Alice B. Toklas and 
outspoken member of Stonewall), Ken Jones 
(co-chair of the Lesbian/Gay Freedom Com- 
mittee), Mary Midgett (founder of Lesbian In- 
troductions and co-chair of Bay Area Black 
Lesbians and Gays), Marlene Bonner, 
(Onyx/Black Lesbian Newsletter Collective), 
Dion Sanders (reporter for Bay Area 
Reporter), Edgar Rakestraw, Jr (vice presi- 
dent of East Bay Lesbian/Gay Democratic 
Club and BWMT), Sylvester (rock and disco 
artist), Glenn Burk (former professional 
Dodger baseball palyer), Ruth Hughes (Les- 
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bian/Gay Task Force of the Human Rights 
Commission, Lloyd Jenkins (Gay Olympics 
and Pride Foundation Board), Ken Purcell 
(AIDS/KS Foundation), and, somewhat 
modestly, myself (West Coast director of Na- 
tional Coalition of Black Gays and co-chair 
of International Association of Black and 
White Men Together). While not all- 
inclusive, the listing is impressive enough to 
make my point that Black lesbians and gays 
are playing prominent leadership roles in the 
lesbian/gay movement. 


But what about Black lesbians and gays 
who do not put their energies into 
mainstream lesbian and gay organizations? In 
visiting the major cities of New York, Boston, 
and Philadelphia, I became convinced that 
the majority of Black lesbians and gays focus 
their energy-on Black gay and non-gay 
organizations. Most are open about their sex- 
ual orientation and feel more productive 
working within the Black community. Their 
mere presence and inolvement, working side 
by side with their neighbors, has proven to 
be an effective way of combatting homo- 
phobia in terms of negative stereotypes and 
attitudes. 

While perhaps not well known in the 
mainstream gay Community but well known 
in the Black gay community we find such ac- 
tivists as Tony Henry (co-chair of the Bay 
Area Black Lesbians and Gays and American 
Friends Service Center), William Jones (of 
Brother-to-Brother), Pandoura and Sarita 
(Onyx), Bill Beaseley (founder of BAYBLAG 
and active at Pacific Center), and Marie Ren- 
fro and Julius Johnson (longtime activists). 
The Bay Area is also the home of many Black 
gay artists who are themselves activists on 
levels of promoting culture and diversity— 
Blackberri, Casselberry & Dupree, Gwen 
Avery, Octavia, and Mary Watkins are but a 
few whose talents often help generate the 
proceeds for the survival of lesbian/gay 
organizations as well as keep our spirits high. 


ut of all the cities in which I have 
raveled, Washington, D.C., has the 
most active and visible Black les- 
bian and gay community. D.C. has been the 


home base of the National Coalition of Black 
Gays (NCBG) since 1978, which now has its 
first full-time executive director, Gilberto 
Gerald. As a Panamanian, Gerald assures 
NCBG'’s sensitivity, outreach and inclusion 
of other Third World groups while focusing 
on combatting homophobia in Black cor. 
munities and racism in white communities. 
NCBG is nationally noted for sponsoring two 
successful Third World Lesbian/Gay Con- 
ferences, and is planning another at the 
University of California at Berkeley, June 21st 
through 23rd; for initiating a Third World les- 
bian/gay meeting at the White House with 
former President Jimmy Carter’s staff; for 
spearheading the successful 1983 press con- 
ference of prominent non-gay Black leaders 
to take a pro-gay stance; and for working 
behind the scenes with Black and gay 
organizations on human and civil rights 
issues without compromising their gayness 
or their blackness. 

Out of Washington also comes Melvin 
Boozer, well known for having been the first 
openly gay person to be nominated for vice 
president of the United States at a National 
Democratic Convention in 1980. Boozer was 
also the first Black to serve as president of the 
Gay Activist Alliance. He is now co-chair 
with Black activist, Jim Mercer of the newly 
formed Langston Hughes-Eleanor Roosevelt 
Democratic Club. The Hughes-Roosevelt 
Club was formed as an alternative to the 
powerful Gertrude Stein Democratic Club 
which had/has a reputation of being 
nonresponsive to issues of importance to 
women and Blacks—thus a coalition of two 
groups who have a history of being 
discriminated against. 

The two most prominent Black gay 
publications, The Diplomat and Blacklight, 
are edited in D.C. by Derick Hicks and 
Sidney Brinkley, respectively. Because of the 
strong support from D.C.’s Black mayor, 
Marion Barry, the City Council and the 
School Board, many Black lesbians and gays 
serve on boards and commissions, such as 
Ken Pernell and Colivia Carter on the Human

field became a member of the San 
Francisco Opera Company after graduating 
as a music major from S.F. State. She decid- 
ed she wanted to sing more pop and jazz, and 
to do some cabaret performing; soon-she was 
cast in revivals of Cole Porter’s ‘‘Out Of This 
World” and Kurt Weill’s “Evening with 
Widow Begbick.”’ 

Her lucky break came when she was seen 
by the owner of a new restaurant/lounge in 
Alaska and invited to be resident entertainer 
there. Her unlucky break came when, leav- 
ing a rehearsal for her last show in San Fran- 
cisco, she was accosted by two hoodlums in 
their early teens and shot twice in the lower 
back—she hasn’t since had the use of her 
legs, and probably never will.

Urged and aided by her good friend and 
manager, Conrad Lutz, she made a spec- 
tacular comeback to open the Plush Room 
of the Hotel York four years ago. An an-

column led to the attendance of three colum- 
nists, a few radiocasters, and people from 
two TV stations to cover the event; it was 
quite an evening. 

Since that long run, despite the sometimes 
difficult mechanics of getting into and out of 
showrooms, she has gone on to play every 
major club in the Bay Area (she was the first 
performer invited to play the now defunct 
Entertainers Club in North Beach, and she 
opened the Hyatt Reflections room). She's 
also sung in clubs in Los Angeles and San 
Diego, and had a special run at Michael’s Pub 
in New York (where she spent two weeks 
trying to sing over bronchitis and so drew 
mixed reviews). 

Two years ago her first record, ‘“‘Lady 
Love,’’ was released, and praised by High 
Fidelity Magazine...and about that time ABC 
bought the rights to do the story of her life 
as a movie for television. 

That was also the year she won the Cabaret 
Gold Award as Female Vocalist of the Year, 
and she won it again last year as Outstanding 
Jazz Vocalist. 

She was recently featured in the award-

last year at the Open Theatre in the dramatic 
cabaret musical, ‘‘Can’t Help Lovin’.”’ 
Having played the Plush Room, Trinity 
Place, Fanny’s, the Boarding House, the 
Roxy Roadhouse (the list goes on...), Weslia 
decided last spring that it served no further 
good purpose to keep hopping from one 
club to another to do short runs that fre- 
quently cost more than they paid if they were 
to be adequately promoted, so in the last 


several months she’s only surfaced to do 
special benefits now and again. What she 
wanted—has wanted ever since the Plush 
Room—is the right, intimate club where she 
can be the ongoing, resident entertainer. 

She’s found it at last in Buckley’s Bistro & 
Bar, located in Hayes Valley at 131 Gough. 
When owners Art Mounts and Terry Buckley 
experimented with cabaret shows there a 
year ago, of the several major area per- 
formers they presented it was Weslia who 
drew by far the largest and most enthusiastic 
audience, so they are delighted now to have 
contracted with her to sing on a regular basis. 

The room well suits her quietly intense, 
very personal delivery—it’s a little jewelbox 
of a place with mirrored walls and crystal 
chandeliers, and a fountain bubbling in a tiny 
garden outside the window. The sound 
system is superb (and so, in passing, is the 
food). I’m convinced that Weslia is destined 
to become, to San Francisco, what Mabel 
Mercer has for years been to New York...and 
she couldn't have found a better location to 
enjoy that career.

ook out for Tour De Force, the year- 

old theater company headed by 

dynamic and talented Andrea Gordon. 
This is a rising young company that did 
several excellent productions last year and 
plans to do more in ’84. Best of all, for 
playwrights, there is interest in developing 
new works, when so many of today’s com- 
panies are afraid to venture from the already 
tried. 

I've seen quite a bit of theater lately, and 
here are some reactions: 

Awake and Sing, the Clifford Odets 
Depression drama, is getting a first-rate pro- 
duction, as usual, from Joy Carlin and her 
cast at the Berkeley Repertory. We see a 

Jewish family trying to get on with their lives, 
but restricted and imperiled by economic cir- 
cumstances over which they have little con- 
trol. Sound modern? It just goes to show 
how everything old is new again. Odets was 
famous in his lifetime, but his plays went in- 
to a decline for both political and artistic 
reasons. Only in the last few years has a 
revival begun. So hang in there, all you dead 
playwrights! Your day may come around 
again. 

The Woolgatherer, at the Stage Group, 
has two fine performances by J.D. Freeman 
and Lorin Rogers in a play that may have 
been selected because it has good “‘acting”’ 
parts. I wish it had a more compelling 
storyline. 

Indeed, more playwrights ought to pay at- 
tention to hooking the audience with a plot. 
I see far too much theater that self-indulges 
the artists involved, forgetting that the 
viewers need more reason to sit there than 
the egos do to put it on. 

How did Samuel Beckett ever get so 
famous as a playwright? I have tried to sit 
through Waiting for Godot several times, 
and just can’t make it. I suspect it was a fluke 
that made the first production a good one, 
for the man is boring beyond belief! Theatre 
of Yugen tries very hard with its Noh-style 
Beckett at Theater Artaud, but it’s simply not 
enough to overcome the script. I don’t care 
how many Nobel Prizes the author has won! 

The People’s School of Fort Mason is 
making big plans to inaugurate a musical 
theater curriculum starting this fall. That’s 
good news to all you would-be revivers of 
the musical as an art form for our time—not 
just nostalgia productions of past ones. In the 
late 1920's on Broadway there were about 50 
new musicals produced each year. 50, count 

‘em, 50/ Last year there were about six. A 


man who ought to know told me it takes a 
million dollars these days to mount a play, 
never mind a musical, on Broadway. Maybe 
San Francisco can become a center for the 
production of new musical works. Enroll 
and sing! 

The North American Review has an 
issue devoted to ‘‘Change in San Francisco.”’ 
Many of the articles touch on the gay com- 
munity. You might find the articles in- 
teresting reading. It’s published by the 
University of North lowa. 

I attended the meeting of the Finance 
Committee of the Board of Supervisors, the 
room packed with theater people. No one 
spoke against the proposed ordinance that 
would allow the City to give loans to small 
theaters so they can up-code and otherwise 
survive as vehicles of civilization, but Carol 
Ruth Silver, while supposedly speaking in 
favor of the legislation, gave all of us heart 
failure by bringing up questions about the 
bookkeeping that even curmudgeonly 
Quentin Kopp hadn't thought of! It’s about 
time this city did something to help its little 
theater companies! But even this ordinance 
is only asmall beginning, because there may 
be a rush to get some of the half million 
dollars that will become available for loans, 
if and when the full Board votes on this. 

My Sister in This House at the Julian 
doesn’t quite succeed, although it’s in- 
teresting all the way through. It seemed a 
melodramatic and unaffecting, instead of 
chilling, look at the vicious class barriers and 
hatreds of France in the 1930s. I saw it with 
a British gentleman, who said he thought the 
class conflicts would be even more awful in 
life than they seem in the play. 

Local talent Donald McLean (Lori Shan- 
non) is pulling out his director’s skills for a 
production of “‘And Lyrics by Johnny 
Mercer’ at the 1177 Club. I can’t wait to see 
it! Since Don's also a reviewer, it will be in- 
teresting to see how the press reacts. 

If you want a good book to read, try 
Joseph Torchia’s As If After Sex just out 
now from Holt, Rhinehart. It’s quite different 
from his earlier, and highly successful, The 
Kryptonite Kid. \t’s about an obsessional 
love affair set in S.F., complete with gyms, 
drugs, and all kinds of good stuff! 

I’ve turned over a new leaf. No more Mr. 
Nice Guy! (Actually what I’ve learned is that 
most people don’t want to hear the truth.)

wish there had been some flaw in John 

Patterson’s The Dream Keeper Speaks: 
The World of Langston Hughes, some 
theatrical or poetic defect, so that a review 
of his one-man show amounted to more than 
praise. But there wasn’t. Every minute of it 
was engaging. Every poem—of approx- 
imately eighty that Patterson has selected— 
was delivered with the same uncompromis- 
ing passion. 

Few seats were empty when Patterson 
walked on stage at Valencia Rose for the 
“Black And White Men Together’”’ benefit, 
and he was on from the word go. Seemingly 
undaunted by changes in age, color, and 
gender, Patterson assumed the various 
dialects and demeanors of his characters with 
ease. He was every bit the young, wide-eyed 
Langston Hughes during the first monologue 
entitled ‘‘Theme for English B,’’ he moved 
effortlessly through the protest poem 
-“‘Parade’’—portraying not only the Black 
marchers, but the White spectators—and 
then enlivened the second act with a rendi- 
tion of ‘‘Mrs. Alberta K. Johnson.” 

One of the most impressive elements of 
the performance was the music. Langston 
Hughes wrote many of the dream montage 
poems—of which Patterson uses several— 
in the traditional blues format. And his later 
work reflected the riffs, runs, and sudden 
breaks of the jazz and be-bop eras. Whether 
Patterson was singing baritone, or clapping 
his hands and snapping his fingers, his use of 
music brought Hughes’ poetry to life. His 
superb sense of timing, as well, infused 
silences into whatever rhythm he was pro- 
ducing, so that he avoided the peculiar lulls 
so characteristic of one-man shows. The fact 
that Patterson could combine a rendition of 
the ham-bone (wherein the performer hun- 
ches over and creates rhythms by slapping 
his chest and thighs with the open-face of his 
hands) exemplifies the relationship of music 
to poetry better than anywhere else in the 
show. 

The choreography of Dream Keeper on- 
ly enhanced the fine acting and lyricism. It 
is hard to say which Patterson enjoyed 
more—and he did seem to be having a good

time—the jazz-walk, or the defiant stance of

“Mrs. Alberta K. Johnson (Madam to you!) 
with both hands set arrogantly on her hips. 
But then, it didn’t matter. Each of them was 
convincing. 

Langston Hughes, “‘the Negro Poet 
Laureate,’’ so often bares the burden of Afro- 
American woe, that Patterson's interpreta- 
tion of his work—inclusive not only of the 
strife, but of all the nuances of color and 
life—was refreshing. Without so much as 
shifting in my chair, Dream Keeper walked 
me through Harlem, and cleansed my face in 
the Nile. 

When I asked John Patterson to tell me 
something about himself and his one-man 
show, the former Rutgers professor said: ‘‘I 
just decided one day that I was going to try 
to make a living doing what I was teaching 
everybody else.”’ Bits and pieces of the per- 
formance, Patterson confesses, have been 
falling into place for the past four years. He 
has travelled with it for a year and a half, in- 
cluding a run at Berkeley Stage which re- 
ceived considerable acclaim. He was 
directed by Ernest Parham. 

The famed monologist has flown home to 
New Orleans, but he is planning a return visit 
to San Francisco this September. Let's hope 
that he tucks Dream Keeper somewhere in 
his pocket. I'd like to see it again.

S al is a heroin addict who lives in the 
Tenderloin. Sassy and snappy, he 
prefers to believe that he answers to nothing 
but himself: “I don’t work for drugs, they 
work for me!’’

He’s nobody’s slave, certainly not Sal's.

“Rhino” Highlights 
omen’s Theatre 


By Sue Zemel 


T* month Theatre Rhinoceros con- 
tinues its outreach to the women’s com- 
munity by featuring two new works by local 
lesbian playwrights, Adele Prandini and Pat 
Bond. 

Prandini’s full-length play, A Safe Light, 
which previews February 19th, will run on 
the mainstage for five weeks, Wednesdays 
through Sundays. Bond’s one-woman show, 
Lorena Hickok and Eleanor Roosevelt: a 
Love Story, opens on February 8 and plays 
through the 11th on the mainstage. 

A Safe Light focuses on the relationships 
of three older women, one of whom is dy- 
ing of a brain tumor. ‘‘It’s a play about love, 
loss, and dying,’ explains Prandini, a native 
San Franciscan who co-founded “‘It’s Just A 
Stage,’ a lesbian theatre group that existed 
for six years. ‘‘It’s also a play about change. 
We often take things for granted about how 
we change. To me the little things are impor- 
tant. Living takes a lot of strength and 
courage. It's not easy to do it creatively or 
healthfully.”’ 

Prandini, who admits that she is “‘crazy 
about older women, ’ felt that it was impor- 
tant to make this often-ignored group visible. 
“If you're young and gay in this city you have 
a lot of things going for you. But if you’re 
older and gay it’s a lot more difficult. 
Younger women get a lot of support. We can 
go out to bars and to dances, and to other 
events. But what are these older women 
doing?” 

Prandini says that A Safe Light, which has 
taken her a year to write, deals with things 
that are real to lesbians, everyday oc- 
curences. ‘‘Change is something that we live 
with all the time. Hurt feelings, rejection, 
possessiveness, jealousy—they are simple 
one by one; but when you throw them all 
together, life becomes more difficult.”’ 

Chuck Solomon, a gay man, is directing 
the play, which features Tulip Chessman, 
Gloria Wheeler, and Donna Davis. According 
to Prandini, one of the actresses is a lesbian, 
who prior to this production had few oppor- 
tunities to do work in gay theatre. 

Because Theatre Rhino has such a large 
subscription audience, predominantly com- 
prised of gay men, Prandini encourages 
women to make reservations in advance. 
‘There's so little in theatre that comes at les- 
bians from the perspective of day-to-day 
stuff, that relates to our lives. I feel terribly 
oppressed when I go to the theatre or to the 
movies once a week, and there’s nothing 
about me. It gives you such a great feeling to 
be able to identify with what you’re seeing. 
And we need that more.’ Prandini 
concludes. 

Pat Bond, whose last one-woman show, 
Gertie, Gertie, Stein Is Back Back Back, won 
critical acclaim, undertook her latest project 
because she was moved by a relationship 
which until recently was hidden in the annals 
of history. 

‘‘T’m doing the story of Lorena Hickok and 
Eleanor Roosevelt,’’ explains Bond, who 
bears a resemblance to Hickok. ‘‘Hick, an 
Associated Press reporter, was Eleanor’s 
lover. She lived with her in the White House 
for four years. Isn't that neat. A lesbian in the 
White House.”’ 

A few years ago a New York Times 
reporter named Doris Faber discovered a col- 
lection of over 2,000 letters that Eleanor 
Roosevelt had written to Hickok over the 
course of their long-term relationship. 
Despite disclaimers by the Roosevelt family, 
and by Faber herself, who in a book she later 
published profusely apologized for the pas- 
sionate nature of the letters, it is clear from 
these documents that Hickok and Roosevelt 
had a lesbian relationship. 

‘When I read Faber’s book I thought it 
would be wonderful to do their story, but |

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could never be Eleanor. And then it dawn- 
ed on me that I could do Hick,”’ says Bond, 
who has taken two years to weave together 
pieces of the letters, excerpts from 
eyewitness reports Hick wrote for FDR and 
Harry Hopkins about social conditions dur- 
ing the depression, and significant events in 
the women’s 20-year relationship. 

‘They went on a honeymoon when FDR 
had been in office for six months,’’ Bond 
notes. ‘Hick gave Eleanor a sapphire and dia- 
mond pinky ring, which she wore 
throughout her life.”’ 

Bond, who is used to the demands of 
working solo, says that her role as Lorena 
Hickok has been especially challenging. 
‘Hick was a big butch of that era, and I’m not 
like her at all. | have more in common with 
Gertrude Stein because I love books and 
literature.’’ Still, Bond speaks of her newest 
character with great fondness. ‘‘I love Hick 
and what she stood for. I’ve always been in 
love with Eleanor Roosevelt, so it’s wonder- 
ful to assume Hick’s role. Wouldn’t you love 
to have taken Eleanor Roosevelt in your 
arms...Mercy!”’ 

Bond hopes to tour the country with her 
show, following her run at Theatre 
Rhinoceros. ‘I know some people won't 
touch this show with a barge pole because 
It S SO Controversial,’’ Bond says, ‘“‘but I’m 
sure gay groups will find it interesting. I’m 
comfortable with straight audiences, but 
especially with this piece, because it gets so 
tender, I want lesbians out there with me to 
hear this.”’

ost of us tend to think of Ntozake 

Shange as ‘‘our own”, of the Bay 

Area artistic Community crowd. It 
was here in the Bay Area that the first cof- 
feehouse and women’s center performances 
of the now-famous ‘‘For Colored Girls Who 
Have Considered Suicide When the Rainbow 
is Enuf’’? took place. Whenever Shange ap- 
pears here, and it’s been a couple of years 
since her last reading in San Francisco, you 
may be sure it’s a standing-room only house. 

Likewise, except for ‘Colored Girls,’ not 
many of her newer plays (or adaptations, like 
Brecht’s ‘Mother Courage” which won an 
Obie) have reached the Bay Area. So the pro- 
duction currently at the Lorraine Hansberry 
Theatre, ‘‘Boogie Woogie Landscapes,’’ is 
like a direct message from Shange to us: *'I 
may be gone, but I’m still here with you.”’ 

“Landscapes” is a choreopoem which is 
more performance piece than ‘‘Colored 
Girls,’’ and incorporates more auto- 
biographical pieces. It appears to be a per- 
sonal continuation of her well-known play, 
this time with men and women forming a 
balanced yin-yang of her personality. 

The only easily identifiable character is 
Layla (Deborah Assante), who with six 
Nightlife Companions dressed as hooded 
harlequins (Cheryl McClelland, Carla A. 
Hightower, Winifred H. Cabiness, Donald 
Lacy, Todd Jackson and Hassan Al Falak), 
continually asks the question, ““‘Don’t you 
want to be music?”’ despite living in a world 
where everything is delineated to black and 
white, and there is hardly any color. 

Layla’s journey is both laughter and tears. 
With the Fourth Campanion (Donald Lacy),

she sketches the fine and difficult lines of be- 
ing a lover, alternately receptive and strongly 
assertive. Todd Jackson's (Fifth Companion) 
New York Times monologue is biting, hitting 
hard at what the paper doesn’t find fit to print 
in its columns.. The Third Companion, 
Winifred Cabiness, had the audience’s rapt 
attention with ‘‘Is Not So Good to Bea Girl,” 
a poem about female infibulation as it is prac- 
ticed in Africa and other Third World coun- 
tries, and about rape in the United States. 
However, some of the performances are 
uneven. The parallel piece to “Is Not So 
Good... ,’’ “Rape Prevention Month, ” alter- 
nated by Cheryl McClelland (First Compa- 
nion) and Winifred Cabiness, failed for me. 
McClelland’s exuberant, kid voice, com- 
pared to: Cabiness’ presentation, was too 
shrill to appreciate the full weight of Shange’s 
ideas on this subject. Sometimes the gentle 
murmurings between the Lovers were lost. 
The most effective pieces involved those 
of Layla’s childhood. Carla Hightower (Se- 
cond Companion) is the impressive narrator, 
charting Layla’s journey to Jesus and gospel

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No Spark to 
Crystal Blaze

C) utrageous! was an infectiously good- 
natured movie that accomplished 


what most American films only hope to do: 
While providing the audience a walloping 
good time, it offered insights into pithy issues 
like sanity and madness, reality and 
illusion—the stuff of all good drama. 
Writer/director Richard Benner illuminated 
a rarely-portrayed feature of modern culture, 
the female impersonator, and Craig Russell's 
dynamic performance demonstrated how 
brilliantly some people can channel their in- 
ner voices into creative pursuits while 
others, lacking certain resources, only go 
mad. 

Benner’s new play, Crystal Blaze, at 
Theatre Rhinoceros through February 5, 
mines more or less the same ground as his 
successful film, but the result is nowhere near 
as fun, inventive, or profound. Focusing on 
a discouraged actor who finds himself as a 
lip-synching drag queen, Benner seems to 
have little to say, nor much curiosity about 
his subject. 

The theme is familiar, popular in much re- 
cent drama, particularly that written by gay 
men. Torch Song Trilogy, La Cage aux 
Folles, and other lesser-known plays all end 
up with their gay hero saying (or singing) ‘‘I 
Am WhatI Am.” The trick is to make the get- 
ting there exciting or different or both. 
Crystal Blaze is neither. A major problem is 
that, although a few other characters wander 
in and out, none fulfill any function other 
than as stereotypic targets for Chris’s only oc- 


casionally sharp wit: Allen, Chris’s ex-lover, 
dull but pretty; Shirley, the blowsy harpie 
with the golden heart; Chickie, the fiery Latin 
studlet; and Jackie, the newest drag, loaded 
with pretension and precious little talent. 
Harvey Fierstein might have been able to 
give these folks enough repartee for a full 
evening, but Benner offers barely enough for 
a short sketch. 

To be fair, some moments of Crystal Blaze 
are truly funny. But most jokes are no bet- 
ter than what anyone can have for free on an 
average TV sitcom. What is most disappoint- 
ing about the writing is Benner’s unwill- 
ingness to explore his milieu. Whereas the 
hero of Outrageous! used his own voice to 
wittily satirize legendary female performers, 
Crystal merely lip-synchs to uninspired tren- 
dy recordings. What is the attraction for 
Chris in such “‘performance’’? arid what at- 
tracts the supposed hordes of customers 
who crowd the Midway Bar at 5 a.m. to.see 
Crystal? The show we see at the finale 
doesn’t begin to answer these questions:

My Sister 
Is in 
This House

T* set had a severe, yet mysterious 
feeling to it, all sharp angles and an 
ominous purply gray. According to the direc- 
tor’s program notes, I was in fora ‘gripping 
testament, a theatrical experience that will 
resonate long after you leave the theater.” 
Fine with me. I love to be gripped and 
resonated. I’m a little kinky that way. So I 
waited with pleasurable anticipation for My 
Sister In This House, the new play at the 
Julian Theater, to start. 

This nationally-acclaimed play by Wendy 
Kesselman is based on a rather grisly murder 
in France in the thirties, in which two sjster 
maids dismembered their mistress and her 
daughter. The infamous crime also served as 
inspiration for Jean Genet’s play, The Maids. 

The production began simply and power- 
fully, with the two sisters alone onstage, 
communicating in letters. Lea, the younger, 
is just starting work, full of anxiety and try- 
ing desperately to please her masters. 
Christine, older and a more accomplished 
servant, advises and lovingly reassures her lit- 
tle sister. Their great dream is to someday 
serve in the same household. The stark reali- 
ty of a maid’s life slapped me in the face. 

Over the objections of their obligatory evil 
mother (doesn’t anyone have an evil father?), 
the two sisters realize their dream of work- 
ing together when they are hired into the 
home of Madame Danzard and her daughter 
Isabelle. It is here that the play really 
befiins—and begins to fall apart. 

The playwright heavily underlines the fact 
that these two sets of women belong to two 
different worlds. However, there are not just 
two different worlds here. It seems that we 
are also seeing two separate plays with wildly 


disparate acting and writing styles. The Dan- 
zard ladies natter on endlessly about the 
trivia of their provincial lives, demon- 
strating again and again that they are super- 
ficial, narrow-minded folks. The playwright 
shows no sympathy for them. Meanwhile, 
the two sisters act out a Greek tragedy, with 
much horrified eye-rolling and offstage 
screams and catapulting from one place to 
another. Christine, the older and ideal ser- 
vant, seems to be the possessor of a deep, 
dark secret which tortures her. I think it’s her 
lust for her baby sis. 

Ah hah! Did your metaphorical ears just 
perk up at the possibility of lesbian incest? 
Well, so did the audience’s, baby, let me 
assure yOu. Yes, the sisters are also lovers, 
although they take turns being disgusted at 
the thought. Even though Christine has in- 
itiated the sex, she subsequently is revolted 
by Lea’s demand that she “‘play Sister 
Veronica.”’ Playing Sister Veronica appears 
to involve unbuttoning your dress so that 
your sister can do things to your breast. 
Believe me, it sounds more erotic in print 
than it was onstage. 

Why does Kesselman choose to make the 
two sister maids incestuous lesbians as well?

She claims no factual basis for the choice, 
even though she’s basing the play on a true 
story. Perhaps she wants to show how 
modern and tolerant she is. Perhaps she 
wants to keep the audience’s attention with 
lurid sensationalism. Whatever her motives, 
it is clear that homosexuality is no longer a 
taboo subject, but a staple part of the up-to- 
date playwright’s repertoire, available at a 
moment's notice to give any play a spicing 
of both sex and social relevance. 
Meanwhile, back at the Maison, 
Mademoiselle Danzard eats chocolates and 
files her nails. At one point, Christine vaults 
onstage to throw up in a napkin for no ap- 
parent reason. These types of activities serve 


to advance the plot, bringing us to the final 
scene. 

The climactic ending is absolutely drench- 
ed in passion as the sublimated tensions be- 
tween the two classes of women erupt into 
murderous rage. Unfortunately, by this time, 
many people in the audience were giggling 
(myself included) because it was all so 
unbelievable and melodramatic. 

Brenda Berlin’s heavy-handed direction 
matches the script’s style perfectly. The two 
actresses admirable serve the playwright and 
director's demands in this exhausting 
production. 

I left the theater ungripped and un- 
resonated, dreading the task of writing this 
review in which I would have to criticize the 
work of so many women.

Nick Pappagallo’s drag costumes are 
humorous ideas that don’t work, and the 
choreography of Steev'n Lloyd and Shanda 
Sawyer is frenetic but lifeless. 

Perhaps a director who was not so in- 
timately involved with the play could have 
salvaged the show; rarely has the truism that 
playwrights ought never to direct their own 
scripts been better illustrated. As a writer he’s 
given his actors nothing to do but talk; as a 
director he’s given them nothing to do but 
posture. Even such a basic task as blocking 
is unsuccessfully executed because the play- 
ing area has been reduced to a long, narrow 
space to allow for the finale that doesn’t fly. 

Benner showed great promise with 
Outrageous! Perhaps it’s time for him to shift 
his sights to other subjects. But such a step 
takes courage in a society that discourages 
risk-taking and clamors for more of the same. 
And in line with the trend, Benner is plan- 
ning a Broadway version of his film as well 
as a filme@ sequel. Oh well. May he be rich 
and prosper.

music, how white racism affected her (all the 
Companions at one point surround her, 
shouting ‘Go home, nigger!’’), and how she 
continually clung to Blackness, despite her 
“high-yella” grandmother's admonitions not 
to associate too closely with no-count col- 
ored people who were paid to take care of 
her and her other siblings, because her 
mother couldn't make up her mind whether 


she could. 


The ensemble’s repertoire of rock and roll 
and early soul music from Little Anthony and 
the Imperials to Chaka Khan (‘Tell Me 
Something Good’’) was an invitation to get 
down and sometimes, to get brow-raising 
“aitty; 

Halifu: Osumare’s responsive choreo- 
graphy and Idris Ackamoor's free-spirited, 
musical sentences contributed much to the 
realization of “‘Landscapes.’’

ing his habit. Sal vilified her; social workers 
disgust him. 

Bernice had no self-respect until she met 
Rita. It was the way Rita pronounced her 
name at the welfare office that told Bernice 
here was someone who'd treat her like a per- 
son. After Rita found a job for Bernice, the 
two became good friends. Now Bernice 
spends all her time prowling the streets, sear- 


_ching for that man who murdered her friend. 


‘‘My name is Bernice, ’’ she murmurs, “‘and 
this is not a game.”’ 

In Frank Hoffman’s collection of 
monologues, Nothing But A Heartache, 
John Finch portrays three of these four 
characters without a touch of makeup and 
only the slightest of props. (Although Hoff- 
man provides no speeches for Rita, she 
becomes equally real through the others’ 
evocations.) With exquisite economy of 
gesture, Finch transforms himself before our 
eyes into the snivelling Sal, the defeated Ber- 
nice, and the cocky Jimmy as each in turn fills 
us in on their part of the tragic story. The ac- 
tor infuses this dark and ugly world with 
warmth, humor, and extraordinary compas- 
sion: It’s an astonishing tour de force. 

Many popular entertainments this season 
have focused on the proletariat (Si/kwood, 
Heart Like A Wheel), yet they fail to trans- 
cend their simple plots to illuminate the 
humanity we share with their characters. I 
didn’t really want to spend any more time 
with Karen Silkwood than I had to, because 
the writers and director had failed to show 
me more than the trappings of her slovenly 
personality. Yet as grimy and demoralized as 
Hoffman’s people are, their pain is transform- 
ed into poetry. Their story becomes a vehi- 
cle for deeper observations on slavery and 
freedom, love and greed. As with the best of 
Tennessee Williams, the ultimate effect is ex- 
hilarating, uplifting, even joyous. 

Finch continues his remarkable display of 
craft in the evening’s second piece, Smiling 
Travelers, Gorgeous Lies. In this collection 
of poems and monologues, the performer 
becomes variously a child; a moving man; an 
L.A. flash dancer; a grinning unemployed ac- 
tor; a lover in the clouds and in the dumps; 
a woman with a fly in her egg cream; and, 
most powerfully, the ‘‘last’’ gay man, lock- 
ed ina sterile cell, defiantly enumerating to 
his captors the mannerism, attitudes, and 
sexual activities he will persist in displaying 
until they are forced to kill him too. 

This last fiery speech is in fact the only one 
that directly focues on gay issues, yet the pro- 
duction is the first by Camerados, anew col- 
lective devoted to the establishment of an 
ongoing gay theatre project. Perhaps this is 
an indication that we’ve reached a time when 
gay artists need no longer restrict themselves 
to overtly gay themes. Certainly Hoffman, 
Finch, and Deutsch have demonstrated that 
it's possible to portray an extraordinary 
range of experience without renouncing 
their gay perspective. 

By the time you read this reveiw, 
Camerados will have disappeared from the 
tiny space Studio Rhino so thoughtfully pro- 
vided. But keep an eye out for them. They 
have talent, they have imagination, they of- 
fer love. Their voices must be heard.

‘Rights Commission. Out of Sapphire Sap- 


phos and the D.C. Coalition of Black Gays 
has surfaced such activists as Carlene 
Cheatam, Ray Melrose, Clifton Roberson, 
Carolyn Handy, Chris Bates, Jim McJimpsey, 
Lawrence Washington, James Tinney, Troi 
Graves, Tania Abdullahad, et al. 

While far more prominent than most pro- 
minently Black cities, Washington D.C. is the 
model and sets the pace that Black activists 
across the country are following. Every seg- 
ment of D.C.’s Black society and culture has 
its gay presence—the religious, the 
academic, the elite social societies, and the 
grassroot culture communities. They have 
felt the music and words of Sweet Honey in 
the Rock, seen the photographs of Sharon 
Farmer and Leigh Moseley, and enjoyed the 
atmosphere of Black social clubs such as The 
Clubhouse, The Brass Rail and The 
Coffeehouse. 

In the Bay Area, Oakland is considered a 
more comfortable environment for many 
Blacks and Black lesbians and gays have 


“out’’) than in San Francisco. While short on 
Black members, the East Bay Lesbian/Gay 
Democratic Club has successfully lobbied 
the support of non-gay Black politicians and 
activists for protection of lesbians and gays 
in the areas of housing, employment and 
social services. EBL/GDC knows it is a fact 
that Black politicans and activists have over- 
whelmingly spoken out and voted in favor 
of human and civil rights for lesbians and 
gays. From insights derived out of their own 
cultural experiences, they know that the evils 
and scars of homophobia are the same as 
those of racism. Thus, the public support of 
Jesse Jackson, Tom Bradley, Wilson Riles, Jr., 
Willie Brown, Maxine Waters, Willie Ken- 
nedy, Doris Ward, Thurman Milner, Charles 
Evers, Richard Arrington, Andrew Young, 
Shirley Chisholm, Harvey Gantt, Dutch 
Moriel, Harold Washington, Mel King, 
William Murphy, Wilson Goode, William 
Grey, Parren Mitchell, and many, many more 
is not new—it’s historical, consistent and 
progressive in keeping with the concept of 
building Rainbow Coalitions. 


ll across the country there is 
consciously and unconsciously what 
Gilberto Gerald refers to as a ‘‘quiet 
revolution” being led by Blacks. This quiet 
revolution’s goal is to impact positive 
changes in attitudes and legislation which in- 
stitutionalizes homophobia, racism, sexism, 
ageism, classism and other forms of oppres- 
sion which make some of us poor and others 
rich, some of us unemployed and others with 
controlling power, some of us imprisoned 
and others exonerated. 
In Boston I met with Mel King’s Rainbow

and reinforce our own fears, as much as 
those of strangers to our causes and goals. 

In furtherance of this era of openness and 
‘staying out,’ there are many possible con- 
crete actions that we can take to secure, ad- 
vance and assert our rights: 

(1) Learn about legal processes and 
developments enough to be conversant with 
them when gay men and lesbians are being 
affected. 

(2) Contribute time, support, ideas, 
energy, money and caring to court cases and 
legislative campaigns that will affect the 
rights of lesbians and gay men. (For example, 
AB-1 may need further efforts to get passed 
and signed by Deukmejian; Michael Raines’ 
test litigation against the City of San Fran- 
cisco charging he lost his job because he is 
gay is to be retried in June 1984; the rights 
of gay men in prisons to read gay papers is 
being attacked by California prison 
officials—there is no shortage of important 
matters to work on.) 

(3) Stand up and be visible and vocal in 
struggles against discrimination based upon 
sexual orientation, regardless of what your 
own sexual orientation may be, knowing 
that what affects your neighbor will affect 


Coalition, the Boston Lesbian/Gay Political 
Alliance, and representatives from the Latin 
and Asian lesbian/gay communities. In New 
York, I connected with the National Gay 
Task Force, the National Gay Health Educa. 
tion Foundation, Dykes Against Racism 
Everywhere, and long-time Black activists 
Renee McCoy, Gwen Rogers, Levenia Pen- 
son, and Barbara Smith. In Philadelphia, I 
connected with members of the revamping 
Philadelphia Black Gays and the leftist Asian 
activist, Daniel T’Sang. The themes were the 
same—desire for unity, a need to network, 
a must for coalition building among racial 
minorities, sexual minorities, Women, youth 
and seniors. 

Throughout the nation, Rainbow Coali- 
tions had been formed to support the can- 
didacy of Billy Murphy of Baltimore, Wilson 
Goode of Philadelphia, Mel King of Boston, 
Harold Washington of Chicago, etc. These 
Rainbow Coalitions are now forming a na- 
tional network to support progressive 
leaders, whether they be local white gay ac- 
tivists or the Jesse Jackson presidential can- 
didacy. Everywhere I went I saw Black les- 
bians and gays visibly working at every level 
to ensure the inclusion of lesbian and gay 
issues. Rainbow candidates are not content 
with the mere presence of white lesbians and 
gays; they are insisting on broader 
representation—assurance that those who 
are usually silent and/or absent are included. 

Thus, Black lesbian/gay history is in the 
making. Many are highlighting the fact that 
profiles, biographies, and autobiographies 
failed to mention that our mentors Paul 
Robeson, Lorraine Hansberry, and Calvin 
Simmons were gay. That which was thought 
to be embarassing must now be recorded 
with dignity for those who will follow in 
their footsteps as Blacks and gays. The record 
must be corrected. 

And in years to come, Black history must 
clearly state the role of Black gay activists— 
our contributions and presence can no 
longer be ignored. Activities of organizations 
such as the Gay Minority Association in 
Atlanta, the Baltimore Black Coalition, and 
the Bay Area Black Lesbians and Gays will be 
noted and recorded, because such publishers 
as Kitchen Table: Women of Color Press, and 
the Quarterly will keep their eyes upon us 
and their pens poised. 

At the ’81 Third World Lesbian/Gay Con- 
ference in Chicago, keynote speaker Barbara 
Smith challenged the National Coalition of 
Black Gays and Black activists to take the lead 
in building coalitions with other Third 
World/People of Color organizations. Thus, 
Third World/People of Color conferences 
have been organized and groups such as the 
multi-ethnic Gay and Lesbian Exchange, 
Black and White Men Together, Asian/Pacific 
Lesbians and Gays and Gay American Indians 
have formed. We are all a part of each other’s 
culture, and our history must so record the 
“quiet revolutions’’ of our presence. 


you, too, before too long. 

(4) Exercise your rights of free speech, 
association and assembly, not only so that we 
are well-organized and close to each other, 
but so that these rights are strengthened by 
exercise, 

(5) Make efforts to educate other people 
about gay/lesbian legal problems, especially 
about mistreatments and discriminations that 
will only end with public awareness and con- 
cern about them. 

(6) Find out what types of people (holding 
what types of attitudes) political candidates 
would appoint to judicial positions. Gover- 
nor Brown's legacy of fine gay and lesbian 
appointments, including judges, will do 
much to overcome legally enforced 
homophobia over the years; however, that 
legacy can be revoked by reactonary ap- 
pointments of homophobes. 

(7) Raise gay/lesbian issues of discrimina- 
tion and equal justice wherever other such 
issues are being raised, in employee contract 
negouations, political meetings, church/ 
religious functions, classes in schools, etc. 

In these and numerous other ways, every 
person can make a real and gratifying dif- 
ference in our movement to overcome un- 
fair, bigoted treatment of lesbians, gay men 


and members of other sexually defined
